Altgeld Ruled Oat. 


Governor Altgeld of Illinois had been 


standing on his chair over by the Illi- 
nois standard with Coekrefi, Martin 
and Stone gathered about him.

CANADA'S NEXT PREMIER. 


Career of Wilfrid Xjiurier, the Successful 


X4beral State&msn. 


The somewhat unexpected victory of 


the Liberal party in Canada will give 
the Dominion, for the first time in its 
history, a French-Canadian premier. 
Mr. Wilfrid Lanrier, who as leader of 
the liberals will soon bo called upon to 
form a cabinet, has long been prominent

in his party. He was born at St. Lin, 
Que., in 1841, and comes from an 
excellent old French family. He was 
educated at the college mL'Asscmption 
aad afterward took the degree of E. C. 
L, at McGill university in Toronto. He 
studied law and was admitted to the 
bar of lower Canada in 1865. He was 
appointed queen's counsel in 1S80. 


Early in his career M. Lanrier iden- 


tified himself with the Liberals and m 
1871 he was sent to the Quebec legisla- 
ture from Drnmmond and Arthabaska. 
Four years later he was elected to the 
Dominion, house of commons from the 
Fame constituency. For a while he at- 
tracted but little attention in parlia- 
ment, but one midnight during the 
winter of 18S5-6 ho startled thp mem- 
bers who were half do/ing on the benches 
by delivering a thrilling and eloquent 
sper-ch on the Kiel rebellion. That flood 
of eJoqnenco made him famous as an 
orator, and nobly has he sustained the 
reputation thus won.

Edward Blake resigned from the com- 
mons the leadership was givon to the 
silver tongned and brilliant young 
Frenchman. In appearance M. Lauricr 
is tall, slender find graceful.

Or,e day last August as he 
was working at his anvil h.? says he felt 
a peculiar buzzing sonnd in his ears 
and then he felt he could core people. 
The next day he dispelled a severe head- 
ache from which his wife was suffering. 
She has never had one since. He next 
treated his sister-in-law for consump- 
tion. She is a well woman today. 


Then he extended his practice to his 


neighbors and his fame began to spread. 
In a short time he was known as the 
' 'Vermont Schlatter. ' ' People began to 
come from other towns to be cured of 
various diseases. Sometimes he was 
successful, but not always. His meet 
remarkable cure was that of a little girl 
who had been dumb since she was 4 
years old.

She has 
completely recovered her powers of 
speech. 


So many people began to seek out 


Kewell that he shut up his blacksmith 
shop and went into the business of heal- 
ing, charging a regular fee.

He 
was willing to heal people, but he 
thought that those who could pay foi 
his services should do so.

On his recent 
visit to Kew York he wore good clothes 
and stopped at one of the best hotels. 
Be went there to treat two wealthy pa- 
tients for rheumatism. Kewell's press 
agent said that he was going to Europe 
to try his healing powers on the Prince 
of Wales and other members of the no- 
bility. Newell himself denied this. He 
said that he was going to LohJou with 
tne members of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery of Boston, of which or- 
ganization he is an honorary member. 
He said that he espectev.1 to meet tho' 
Prince of Wales because the latter was 
to be the guest of the Ancient and Hon- 
orables. Newell's experience with press 
agents is limited. 


The Vermont healer does not pretend 


to know anything about his powers be- 
yond the fact that he has them. He says 
he does not understand it and cannot 
explain it He denies that he is ejther a 
spiritualist, a hypnotist or a faith curist. 


"lama blacksmith," he says with 


simple frankness, "and I don't know 
much about those things. All I know is 
that I have cured great numbers of peo- 
ple of all sorts of diseases by simply 
holding their hands iu mine. I don't 
know anything about nieUicijie. I have 
never taken any myself and I have never 
had a sick day in my life." 


The Vermont healer is a magnificent 


specimen of physical manhood. He 
stands over C feet in height and weighs 
205 pounds and ho hus the athletic 
build of a prizefighter. He lias a fine 
black beard, which he now keups well 
trimmed, and large, brilliant, blart 
eyes, set wide apart, A grasp from his 
big, strong hand is something to be re- 
membered, and many have said that 
the peculuir magnetism which he "pos- 
sesses is strongly felt even in a casual 
hand shake. 


Although not a man of refinement 


and education, Newell expre'wea him- 
self readily and in fairly good English, 
his speech being marked by colloquial- 
isms, but graniniiitical in tho main. He 
receives the attention which he every- 
where attracts with modesty, but he is 
accepting all the social honors that 
come his way nnd is quietly adding to 
his bank account. 


Since Ncwell's success hns become 


known, a horde, of alleged healers has 
appeared in southern Vermont, and each 
one has his following of believers, who 
tell of wonderful cures and strange man- 
ifestations. 
Newell, however, is tho 


only one who has made much money 
oat of the buginesa He is expected to 
return in September and resume opera- 
tions on an extensive scale.

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HE 
INDIANS. 


"Bid I ever tell yon the story of how 


Buffalo Bill saved my life and the lives 
of m~ companions back in 1S69?" whci 
Sergeant Jim McDonnell in the central 
police station one day last week. 


It was raining outside like a cloud- 


burst, and consequently there was a 
goodly crowd of listeners when Ser- 
geant Jim asked the opening query. 
Contrary to his usual custom Jim re- 
mained standing while telling the story, 
but he did not begin until every one 
present had several times expressed a 
desire to bear his experience. After 
puffing industriously on his cigar for a 
few moments, during which time his 
memory began to react, he began: 


"It was back in the fall of 1869 when 


I was & corporal in the Fifth United 
Stares cavalry stationed out in Wyoming 
territory. The Indians were on the war- 
path and were giving the government 
no end of trouble, and it was safe oiilv 
where large squads of armed men were 
at call 
Skirmishes with tho wander- 


ing bands of Sioux mid Cheyennes were 
frequent, and we had smelt powder a 
dozen times at the period of which I 
am telling. 


"One day Colonel Crittenton, our 


commander, received orders to make a 
foray down around the Republican river 
in Colorado, and I was picked out as 
one of the squad of 20 trooprrs who 
were to go as the advance guard with 
the sappers and miners. Attached to our 
command as scouts were Buffalo Bill, 
otherwise Colonel Cody, and Major 
Frank Korth, another famous Iiirliati 
scout, who still sticks to the old calling 
and localities. Bill and North were sent 
out with our squad as scoutsf and they 
did sterling service, too, and but for 
Buffalo 
Bill's 
thoughtfulness 
and 


knowledge of the red man's methods I 
might have been sis feet under the sod 
instead of telling this story today. 


"A lieutenant was in command of 


the squad, a young fellovf. fresh from 
West Point, who know less about Indian 
fighting than he did about bicycle rid- 
ing, and there were no bicycles at that 
time- His name was Valkmau, but for 
all his lack of experience he was a bright 
fellow, with plenty of grit and well 
liked. There was a sergeant, mid I was 
the corporal 


"We started with the sun one morn- 


ing, and everything went easy until we 
began to reach that part of tho country 
where we knew the Sioux and Cheyennes 
were. Then we became cautious. Buf- 
falo Bill and Major North rodu aw.iy at 
daylight on the scout, and we s.wv them 
no more until tbe hour of duiicer had 
arrived. It was tbe next day about pun- 
down. 
Wo were just approaching a 


stream and loafing along as only old 
cavalrymen can. The object w.is to go 
into caiap' at tlio .stream where we could 
get fresh water for our horses and for 
cooking. Before we reached tho water, 
which was a glad sight to the almost 
parched horses, some of the men Hpied 
some mo%'ing objects way off in tne 
deep hollow of the wavy hills. It was 
first believed that the objects were bof- 
falo running, but some one called at- 
tention to the fact that the objects were 
moving too fast for buffalo, and it was 
suggested that they were antelope. 


"While we were looking and specu- 


lating, straining our eyes to discern the 
objects, a pair of rapidly riding horse- 
men, over a mile off, suddenly came 
into view from the mound of a gently 
sloping hill, and after getting fairly into 
view began riding in circles at a furious 
gallop. Then we knew that the moving 
objects that we had been studying were 
Indians. The two horsemen were Buf- 
falo Bill and Major North, and the big- 
iial directed by riding in a circle is only 
too well known to any one who has 
spent any part of his life on the plains. 
By this time we could mako out the ob- 
jects, as the sun beat uuvui on them. 
They \Yerc redskins s>ure enough, and at 
least 50 of them, while onr command 
numbered less than 25. They were com- 
ing at a furious gait, and each one was 
bending under his pony to keep out of 
sight as much as possible. 
" 'Ready,' ordered the lieutenant. 


'March, trot,'and then 'March, gallop,' 
nud wo were off iu the direction of the 
two scouts, who had ri<lde» to the top of 
ihe hill again and were watching the 
rods. Whou we arrived near enough, 
Cody told us that he and his partner 
hud been watching tho Indians all il,iy 
and keeping them in sight, while they 
remained under cover. After consulta- 
tion between the loaders, it was decided 
to let every man go it for himself and 
give tho Indians all they bargained for. 
This meant that every n,an was to get 
his arms in shape, and then go at them 
for all ho was worth, and never stop 
fighting until the reds were licked or 
had run away.

Chemists of great experience 
watch the changes in the liquor, and 
the skill i\ ith which the process is regu- 
lated is bast d on the knowledge gather- 
ed from long practice 
The result is 


that some Jsurmandy cider is> equal in 
delicacy and flai or to fine champagne, 
and many cheap champagnes are simply 
6ophifct&cdti.d cider. 


This deception is very general. The 


great bulk of the cider made in Nor- 
mandy goes to the champagne districts 
and is used to make cheap champagne 
and to ionn the body of other wines too. 
Port, it sterns, can be made and often 
is made of cider, the color being impart- 
ed by logwood or red beet juice and 
the flavor by the addition, in very nice 
proportions, of the root of the rbatany.

A fair house, accord- 
ing to the requirements of the league, is 
one in which equal pay is given for 
equal work regardless of sex and in 
which the minimum wages are $6 a 
week for those who are inexperienced; 
those in which wages are paid by the 
week aud in which the fines if imposed 
are paid :nto :•. fund for th" benefit of 
those employed. 


The minimum wages for cashgirls 


are §2 u week. As to hours, a fair house 
is C-Xpectod to make the time from S a. 
m. to 0 p. in. :t working day and to al- 
low 45 minutes for lunch, with a half 
holiday once a week during the summer 
mouths, one week's vacation with con- 
tinued pa^aud a compensation for work 
done after business hours. Other re- 
quirements that must be observed by 
hou^cs placed upon the "white list" are 
that sanitary Liws shall be observed; 
that employees shall be provided with 
seats in aeeordanee with law, and that 
fidelity and length of service shall meet 
with consideration.—Xcw York Letter.

At 2 40 o'clock this morning a boy, 


whose came could not be learned, ran 
from south Tanner street to the cen- 
tral tire department station and gave 
as alarm of fire. He informed Fire- 
man Ron Won. who was on duty be- 
low, that a dwelling house on south 
Tanner street near the Games block 
was on fire and Rcu&son sounded box 
Xo. 35. 
The central department 
turned out in good time and found 
the fire located in the rear and upper 
story of the two story residence of 
Harry Harper, the veterinary sur- 
geon, at cumber 132, on the street 
named. 


It is said that the boy who gave 


the alarm claimed that when be first 
discovered the fire he ran to Botins & 
Stolzenbach's livery barn to send in 
an alarm by telephone but claimed 
that hs could not get tbe centra! 
station. Ths boy could not be seen 
today and this report has therefore 
not been confirmed. 


The firemen found no one at home 


at the Harper residence, but found a 
rear door open. Chief Lewis entered 
the house immediately and located 
the fire in a bed room on the second 
floor but could not get near it with- 
out being suffocated by the dense 
smoke. Almost the flrst thing that he 
detected upon entering the house was 
tbe smell of coal oil, and he realized 
at once that the building had been 
fired by an incendiary. 
A stream of 


water was turned on, and without 
any loss of time, was used

the greatest headway. 
After two 


unsuccessful attempts to reach the 
room where the fire had been started, 
Chief Lewis, by placing a moistened 
sponge over his nose and mouth, 
climbed the stairs, and groping his 
way through the smoke and steam 
into the bed room, found that the 
fire had been started in the clothing 
of a bad. Tbe flames had gained a 
good start, and had burned up to 
the ceiling and through the roof. The 
chief got a window open, and soon 
had the burning dtraw bed-ticks and 
bed and other clothing out of the 
house, and after that to extinguish 
the remaining fire on the interior 
was but the work of a few minutes. 
The firemen exercised great care in 
the use of the water, and consequent- 
ly more damage was done by the fire 
before their arrival than by the 
water 
afterwards.

mav possibly exceed that amount. 


The identity of the person whoj 


started the fire is at present a pro- ] 
found mystery. Mrs. Harper was 
away visiting and Mr. Harper claims 
that he was called out during the 
night to administer medicine to a 
sick horse. He returned after the 
firemen had arrived and had been at 
the scene but a few minutes when he 
announced that he had lest $210 He 
claimed that the money had been 
hidden under a carpet in tbe room 
where tbe fire originated. He also 
searched for it under a rug in as ad- 
joining room. No report of the al- 
leged theft was made to the police, 
however, and no rigid investigation 
has been made In regard to the al- 
leged loss. 


The property is owned by C. Bitzer 


and the loss is covered by insurance.

In the Ohio and Indiana oil fieldb 


for the month of June there was an

386 barrels, or a daily average of 
91,512 barrels. The total shipments 
for tbe month were 2,038,296 barrels, 
or a dally average of 67,943 barrels. 


The total runs from the above 


fields for the month amounts to 
4,685,906 barrels and the shipments 
to 3,/06,215 barrels, [leaying a sur- 
plus of 9T9.691 barrels to add to the 
net stocks in the storage tanks in the 
fields.
